THE LATE LANDSLIDE 


The True Cauae of the Defeat of 


-Republican*) 


IS SHOIHB1 ELECTION STATISTICS. 


It Was the Suy.«t-Hom« Vow ol 


Apathetic Farmer Republican* that 


Did the Bualnesi for the 


Grand Old Party. 


Nov. 18.— The latest 


explanation of the election is given by 
Mr. Fred. C. Waite, the special expert 
of the census bureau, in charge of the 
statistics of true wealth. He says the 
election went the way it did because a 
million republican farmers staid at 
home last Tuesday. All the other sur- 
prises of the election seem to htm to 
have been but the following out of nat- 
ural laws well established by statistics. 


Ion, riaper prepared for delivery be- 


fore Johns Hopkins University he says: 


"The decrease in the per cent, of our 


population engaged in farming from 
1850 
to 1880 was exceedingly small. 


You may ask how, then, could the per 
cent, of our population in cities have 
increased from 12. B to 23. B per cent. 
Because the per centage of our popula- 
tion in villages decreased from 38 to 85 
per cent. During the eighties there was 
a change in this uniformity of decrease 
in population and wealth engaged in 
the various industries. In 2,000 miles 
of counties on both sides of the Missis- 
sippi south of St. Paul every county 
has, for a stretch of twenty miles, 
shown an absolute decrease during the 
eighties in the farming population. • It 
is not only so in almost every county 
cast of the Mississippi, but also in the 
counties containing the major part of 
the population westward to the Pacific. 


"With this exodus of young people 


from the farms, the money arid the 
wealth has been piled up in the cities. 
In the north central states which con- 
tain one-third of the'wealth of this con- 
tinent, the increase in the value of 
urban real estate has been six times 
as great as that of the farms, which 
has actually failed to increase as fast 
as the mortgage indebtedness upon 
them. Is it any wonder that this elec- 
tion means more than the defeat of one 
party? There is nothing surprising to 
the statistician in the Cleveland vote 
except 
that 
it 
has 
been 
cut 


down by the new methods of ballot- 
ing. The republican farmers have not 
become democrats. In the northwest 
they voted largely as populists, but in 
the central and eastern states they 
voted against all three parties. The 
fact that a million Republican farmers 
stayed home and took care of their 
own business together with the mag- 
nitude of the populist vote was the one 
warning feature of the election. The 
Btay-at-homc voters who decide nearly 
nil doubtful elections, seem to be al- 
most as numerous as in 1852 or in 1S72. 


Although there was no third party 


in 1852 strong enough to get an elec- 
toral vote, yet because of the dissatis- 
faction with this whig party as shown 
by the unusu&.lly large stay-at-home 
vote the people's or republican party 
was the natural result. The populists 
have already elected twenty-six elec- 
tors and the tremendous stay-at-home 
vote in every state shows that things 
are ripe for a reorganization of par- 
ties. The only question is whether 
great minds will step to the front and 
lead the reorganization or whether it 
will be left to the political kickers and 
men with socialistic inclinations."

did BO, finding1 the captain guilty as 
charged 


The navy department can do nothing 


in the matter unless Capt. Meeker ap- 
peals from the decision of the court. 
Should ho do so, the authorities will 
have the interesting question to de- 
cide whether or not an officer can be 
punished twice for the same offense. 


SAVING TKCintlCAMTIKS 


Give the Bord&r Ruffian Clydo Mattox a 


Now Loasi of Llfa. 


WASHING TON, Nov. 15.—The supremo 


court yestcrdav gave a new lease of life 
to a border ruffian named Clyde Mat- 
tox, under sentence of death passed by 
the United States district court of Kan- 
sas for a murder committed in the In- 
dian territory. It appeared that on the 
trial the bailiff in charge of the jury 
informed them that "this was the third 
man Mattox had killed," and further al- 
lowed them to have access to a news- 
paper which published a full account 
of the desperado's previous crimes.

May I call attention to tho case of it 


worthy man wlio is in prison for resist- 
ing tbe attempts of landowners to seize 
and inclose tho land of tho people?

Haydn Williams, who is Incarcerated in 
Holloway jail, and has now been impris- 
oned for » whole month because ho 
knocked down a wall which had been 
built to inclose what had been from 
time immemorial an open space, called 
the Abbey plain, where tho people nsed 
to play football and other games. 


The injustice ot Mr Williams' impris- 


onment is, that instead of being proporly 
tried and if it in found that ho has dono 
wrong made to pay for the damage ho 
lias dono to tha wall of tho lord of tho 
manor, he has been sent to prison with- 
out trial on a charge of contempt of 
court, and there ho may remain month 
after month, accoidmi; to the caprice of 
the couit of qnoeu's Ijonch. This power 
of committal to prison for an indefinite 
period on such a fanciful charge as con- 
tempt of court seems to ine to be a thing 
savoring of tho proceedings of the court 
of tho star chamber, which was abolished 
for its arbitrary acts by the brealli of 
popular indignation. In my ignonnco 
I thought thoro was passed by the repre- 
sentatives of the people, for their protec- 
tion from arbitrary imprisonment, an act 
called tho habeas corpus net, which pre- 
vented a man from being capriciously 
imprisoned for an indefinite time with- 
out fair trial if he has been guilty of any 
crime. But hero IB a man—a gentleman 
and a minister—being treated as if ho 
liad been guilty of robbery.—Cor. Lon- 
don Chronicle.

THE LATE LANDSLIDE 


The True Cause of the Defeat of 


iBepublloaoa 


IS SHOIHBl ELECTION STATISTICS. 


It Was the Stay.it- Horn* Vote of 


Apathetic Farmer Republican* that 


Did the Bualneaa for the 


Grand Old Party. 


s, Nov. 18.— The latest 


explanation of the election is given by 
Mr. Fred. C. Waite, the special expert 
of the census bureau, in charge of the 
statistics of true wealth. He says the 
election went the way it did because a 
million republican farmers staid at 
home last Tuesday. 
All the other sur- 


prises of the election seem to htm to 
have been but the following out of nat- 
ural laws well established by statistics. 


Ion, ^aper prepared for delivery be- 


fore Johns Hopkins University he says: 


"The decrease in the per cent, of our 


population engaged in farming from 
1850 
to 1880 was exceedingly small. 


You may ask how, then, could the per 
cent, of our population in cities have 
increased from 12.5 to 22.lt per cent. 
Because the per centage of our popula- 
tion in villages decreased from S3 to 85 
per cent. During the eighties there was 
a change in this uniformity of decrease 
in population and wealth engaged in 
the various industries. 
In 2,000 miles 


of counties on both sides of the Missis- 
sippi south of St. Paul every county 
has, for a stretch of twenty miles, 
shown an absolute decrease during the 
eighties in the farming population. • It 
is not only so in almost every oounty 
cast of the Mississippi, but also in the 
counties containing the major part of 
the population westward to the Pacific. 


"With this exodus of young people 


from the farms, the money arid the 
wealth has been piled up in the cities. 
In the north central states which con- 
tain one-third of the'wealth of this con- 
tinent, the increase in the value of 
urban real estate has been six times 
as great as that of the farms, which 
has actually failed to increase as fast 
as the mortgage indebtedness upon 
them. Is it any wonder that this elec- 
tion means more than the defeat of one 
party? There is nothing surprising to 
the statistician in the Cleveland vote 
except 
that 
it 
has 
been 
cut 


down by the new methods of ballot- 
ing. The republican farmers have not 
become democrats. In the northwest 
they voted largely as populists, but in 
the central and eastern states they 
voted against all three parties. The 
fact that a million Republican farmers 
stayed home and took care of their 
own business together with the mag- 
nitude of the populist vote was the one 
warning feature of the election. The 
Btay-at-homc voters who decide nearly 
all doubtful elections, seem to be al- 
most as numerous as in 1852 or in 1S72. 


Although there was no third party 


in 1852 strong enough to get an elec- 
toral vote, yet because of the dissatis- 
faction with the whig party as shown 
by the unusu&.lly large stay-at-home 
vote the people's or republican party 
was the natural result. The populists 
have already elected twenty-six elec- 
tors and the tremendous stay-at-home 
vote in every state shows that things 
are ripe for u reorganization of par- 
ties. The only question is whether 
great minds will step to the front and 
lead the reorganization or whether it 
will be left to the political kickers and 
men with socialistic inclinations."
